The text of the message made public 
without comment follows:

which can perhaps prevent war. 
"In the above circumstances of pub- 
lic official German recognition in fa- 
vor of Ireland, it is highly desirable 
in order to gain the support of Irish 
influence here."

The feeding of a patient with tuber-

cording to the state of the patient and 
the exen of disease. 
A tuberculosis patient who may pos-

JJnited States, Capt. Paul Mason of 
Ne.w York City told the National. As- 
sociation of Master Bakers here today. 
In part he said: 
"During June, and even into Au- 
gust, °we, heard of flres In the grain 
fields—great acreages 
having been 
swept away .by flames, which 
de- 
stroyed either the standing grain or 
that in the shock. 
! "Then the procession moved 
on 
against farm toarns <tnd granaries; 
now it Is beating against the ele- 
vators; losses among the grain mills 
are Increasing, in number, 'and the 
records show that the bakeries of the 
country are furnishlnjf a more than 
liberal share of food for flames. 
"This is of vast Importance; not 
only to the food industry as a whole, 
but to the country. For only three 
classes of the food industry—grain 
elevators, grain mills and food ware- 
houses-—In May, June and July,, 
the 
fire losses amounted to J5,642,000. As 
no fire of less than $100,000 loss is 
included in this record, If the burning 
ration, continues this year's losses 
wiJ-1 exceed $25,000,000. 
"Figures of losses in the baking in- 
ttastry are less susceptible of analv- 
sis because a large proportion of bak- 
ery flres are less than $10,000 each, 
and this sum usually is the minimum 
adopted in keeping current fire rec- 
ords, with certain percentages added 
for small and unreported fires. It is J 
very significant, in view of the fact 
that most bakery losses are well un- 
der $1,000, that the comnanies report- 
ine ffor all or part of the year) paid 
$675.778 in ir'nraifce louses on baker- 
ies during 1915.
